II.  .11  Here  is  the  text  of  the  ampii<l 
men  to  the  Special  War  Revenue  Act 
I ''1 5.  which,  in  effect,  is  to  provid« 
two-cent  postage:  **On  every  post'.ird 
for  transmission  by  post  for  any  dis- 
tance within  Canada,  and  on  every 
letter  and  postcard  posted  at  and  in- 
tended for  delivery  through  the  same 
post  office  there  shall  he  levied  and 
collected  a  tax  of  om-  cent  in  addition 
to  postage  payable  in  the  form  of  a 
l>ostage  stamp  to  be  affixed  thereto  at 
or  before  the  ifme  of  poating  ^he  letter 
or  postcard." 

The  bill  ia  in  eharge  of  Mr.  Robb. 
the  Minister  of  Finance,  and  he  ex- 
plains the  verbiage  by  .saying  that  the 
Post  Office  Department  wishes  it  sp 
and  understands  it  quite  well.  '  Thje 
verbiagei'  of  legislation,  therefore, 
would  seem  to  be  for  the  convenience 
of  Departments  of  Go\ crnmont  and 
not  for  the  object  of  telling  the  people 
(the  taxpayeta)  what  is  intended,  and 
yet  thoae  tanpiayers.  after  ail,  are 
chiefly  concerned.

MOTOt  CAR  INDUSTRY 


Mr.  Arthur  Meighen  has  been  tell- 
ing Manitoba  Conservatives  that 
throuKh  Budget  readjustments  during 
recent  days  the  protection  afforded 
the  motor  car  industry  has  l.ren 
brought  back  almost  to  the  level  at 
which  it  stood'  before  the  Budget  was 
Introdttccd.  The  Government  haa 
had  to  «ive  way  to  the  volume  of 
public  opinion  which  evidenced  itself 
when  the  latest  tariff  redlKtions  were 
announced.  One  recantation  of  its 
former  attitude  was  the  removal  of 
the  five  per  cent  luxury  tax  which 
Mr.  Meighen  estimates  to  he  equal  to 
increaaiag  the  duty  on  low-priced 
cars  to  27  pef  cent.  The  chanses 
made  indicate  that  even  Mr.  Forke, 
who  directs  the  fortunes  of  the  I.ili 
eral  i'arty,  has  been  convinced  that 
the  motor  car  Indtiitry  needa  protec- 
tion. One  result  ci  the  changes  made 
is  the  announcement  that  the  Dodge 
Brothers'  Faciorir  will  be  able  to  con- 
tiniir  ita  plan^  in  operation  in  To- 
ronto. 


Thr  Soviet  regime  in  Russ,.,  ,  ,,,1- 
tinues  to  propagate  ita  hordes  of  home- 
less children.  A  year  ago  the  rtomber 
of  these  vaffrants  was  300,000  Some 
40,000,000  roubles  were  expended  m 
rt^undiiiK  them  up  and  establishing 
them  in  camps  and  homes.  Today,  de- 
spite all  that  has  been  done,  there  are 
still  300,000  homcleas  ones.  On  the 
railways  alone  there  are  18,000  child 
vagabonds,  who  hide  in  trucks  and 
travel  hither  and  thither.  Forty  per 
cent  of  these  children  are  the  nfTspring 
of  factory  workers,  and  the  balance  of 
the  eiMeasta  cooae  from  the  homes  of 
peasants  This  armv  of  outcasts  Is  a 
pathetic  commentary  on  the  "blessings" 
of  Sovlat  rule.

'Twraa  \  wonderful  ntory  ihr^r  pro- 
moters told  nl>(iui  thf  country  "out 
where  the  u  t».t  i.egina."  They  ahowed 
by  actual  .  ount  Juat  how  many  applea 
could  be  grown  on  erary  traa;  how 
many  trees  to  tha  aara;  and  how 
many  acraa  to  tha  orahard;  and  how 
"•any  eanta  far  aach  apple.  Theae 
balance-aheeta  wera  aa  roay  aa  the 
sun-kiased  pomologteat  haantlaa  that 

were  on  diaplay. 

Like  some  other  things  that  travel 
North  In  Canada  came  the  fruit- 
»rowinK  Idea,  with  Its  Infectious 
germji.  IJke  the  aun'a  raya  on  a 
Summer'H  day  .ipread  the  germa.  And 
on  came  the  folka.  Fruit  Unda  ware 
bought  for  spaenlatlon.  far  fruit 
grawlnc,  for  hamaa.  aad  juat  for  fun. 
one  might  aay.  Tha  real  estate  men 
had  their  day;  the  nurserymen,  too, 
for  they  aold  thouaands  and  thou- 
sandfi  of  fruit  treea.

Thia  period  of  sporulatlon  and  real 
estatInK  Wtt«  no  vsoiho  or  no  Lx-tter 
than  Mlmilai  .spasms  l.y  «iini»ar  folka 
in  other  partH  of  Canada.

Home  fellowa  were  selling 
town  lota  to  good  citlaens  of  Toronto, 
Winnipeg.

Boaia  of  the  new^  arrivals  knew 
almost  aa  much  about  fruit  growing 
a.<t  they  did  about  Julius  Caeaar'a 
f  ivorltp  varti-ty  of  irr.ip^f  ruit  If  nny 
I  'thcr.i  who  had  tr.iinod  ii  Unowlodge 
of  hortii  ultiiri-  in  tho  i  »1,|  I,and,  or 
thoao  whoBo  forol.ears  had  hewn  out 
farms  from  the  primeval  foreata 
knew  a  little  about  apple  traaa.  But 
that  elasfl  who  had  a  glorified  Idea  of 
agriculture  at  beat  wore  all  at  sea. 

The  Oovernment  stalionrd  horti- 
f iilluri.si,"!  in  tho  dirroronl  dif<tri<t,s  to 
holp  the  new  owners,  and  to  tlieir 
rredit  thoso  ynunn  chaps,  mnntly  c.ip- 
ablo  Kraduute.s  from  catabliahed 
arrirultiir..!  collegea.  did  w«ll,  and 
the  growers  In  turn  listened  to  what 
they  had  to  impart  In  tha  way  of 
knowledge,  advice  and  goaalp.

through  cplor  in  the  windows  of  the  churches 
they  attend.  Not  one  person  in  a  thousand  has 
any  idea  of  how  these  wonderful  symjihoniea  in 
color  come  into  ijcinR.  \N'e  are  perfectly  con- 
tent to  accept  the  beauty  of  color  aiul  hght 
M^lkh  gives  a  church  the  atmosphere  •>{  rest 
and  sanctity  and  pours  repose  inta  the  heart 
and  soul. 

Old  Proceue*  Prestmd 

In  this  survival  of  an  ancient  art  we  have 
preserved  the  processes  which  are  practicall> 
unchanfs^ed  in  twelve  liuixlr*-.!  \pars  except  for 
the  minor  differences  whi  !  1  !rrn  researcli 
and  exjierience  have  mad<-  I  .s-<  iitially,  tlic 
makers  of  stained  fflass  toda\  tallow  the 
inethuds  and  the  principles  of  the  medieval 
monks  ulio  were  the  hrst  to  replace  the  heavy 
tapestry  curtains  with  the  warm  glow  of  trans- 
parent color. 

A  \istt  to  a  famous  Toronto  .studio  had  thr 
curious  effect  uf  transporting^  one  with  the 
speed  of  Alice  in  her  xlescent  into  Wonderland 

iti  pursuit  of  the  Rabbit  -traipht  back  int.i  tlic 
inonastcrics  of  the  Middle  Ages.  It  is  easy  to 
imaf^ilie  these  artists  and  craftsmen  in  cowls 
and  saiidaK  atid  to  rcfdacr  this  modern  studio 
with  a  liack^'ruund  of  cloistered  wprkshops. 
I  lore  are  in  the  process  of  creation  windows  of 
I)faut\-  of  drsifjn  and  workniansliip,  wliirli  w,\\ 
be  bringinp;  dclij;ht  to  our  descendants  in  remote 
{generations,  five  or  six  hundred  years  hence. 

Mrfore  the  introduction  of  the  principles  of 
(iothic  architecture  invohin;;  tlic  l)alancinj;  of 
structural  weis;hts  l)y  means  of  interibr 
columns  and  exterior  fi^i^^::^  buttresses,  it  was 
impossible  to  have  larj;c  window  .spaces, 
because  the  breeches  in  the  walls  weakened  the 
bitildinps  l'"or  that  reasr.n  early  window^  were 
insiKiuticant  in  si/c.  In  those  days,  builders 
made  up  for  want  of  windows  by  wonderful 
mural  dec  "rations  which  filled  in  the  great 
interior  wall  spaces. 

7  he  Age  of  Wmdoivs 

The  ambition  of  architects,  seven  and  cijjht 
hundred  years  ago,  was  to  increase  the  effect  of 
lifjhtiiess  and  grace  by  decreasing  the  size  of 
the  hjiRc  fliers  inside  and  the  thick  buttresses 
nutsiflr.  and  at  the  same  tjme  replace  the  older 
woo<lcn  roofs  by  those  of  stoQe.  The  graceful 
flying  buttresses  on  the  exterior  which  are  a 
joy  to  thr  e>c.  .md  the  f(irr>t  uf  slender  columns 
within  were  the  realization  of  that  ambition. 
It  fMved  the  way  for  the  age  of  windows. 

With  the  greatest  age  (»f  architn  ture,  the 
Ciothic  btiilders  now  had  a  new  latitutJe  for 
window  design,  l-irst  came  the  slender  pointed 
window*,  and  soon  these  lancet  windows  came 
to  be  groupe<l  in  threes  and  fours,  anrl  their 
pointed  arches  were  then  entwined  witli  tracery. 
The  window  was  still  regarded  as  a  means  01 
introducing  a  <lcsign  in  the  light,  not  simply  .is 
a  means  of  introducing  liRht  into  the  l>t'ildin>^. 
The  outline  of  the  window  and  the  tr.icery  were 
the  design,  the  light  simply  the  background 
upon  which  the  design  was  laid. 

But  with  the  enlarfcment  of  the  windows,

the  interior  wall  spaces  were  diminished  and 
arti.sts  and  decorators  began  to  turn  their  atten- 
tion from  opaque  decoration  of  the  re<luced  wall 
space  to  the  transparent  decoration  of  the  in- 
creasing window  spaces. 

As  the  recognition  of  the  art  of  stained  glass 
^rrw ,  the  artists  lu-rainc  more  ambitious  and 
demanded  that  uistcad  of  adjusting  their  de- 
signs to  the  size  and  shape  of  the  windows, 
that  the  architects  adopt  windows  suited  to 
their  fancies.  To  Llicm  we  owe  the  great 
windows  which  make  Gothic  churches  and  their 
modern  prototvprs      m.irvrl! -nsly  beautiful. 

The  Oldetl  Wmdow 

The  oUlcst  stained  i^lass  wind"\\  is  at  Dijon, 
in  France,  and  is  twelve  centuries  old.  The 
oldest  text  book  was  written  at  the  end  of  the 
eleventh  century  by  a  iii'uik  name  I  Throphilus. 

It  is  the  only  art  examples  ot  which  have 
come  down  to  us  unimpaired.  The  pftttitingh  <5f 
the  old  masters  arc  often  dimmed  with  age.  but 
so  long  as  they  exist  the  windows  glow  with 
their  pristine  glory  of  color  and  desigfn. 

The  first  step  in  the  making  of  a  stained 
jjlass  window  today,  just  as  in  the  centuries 
past,  is  to  ada|)t  a  design  to  a  given  space.  Thi.H 
is  flone  to  scale  in  a  small  water  color.  The 
artist  nnist  keep  in  min<l  the  proportions  of 
the  building,  the  situation  of  the  wiiulow,  the 
strength  of  the  light  which  will  fall  4i^n  it  at 


certain  times  of  the  dav  and  thr  odor  which  it 
is  desired  to  introduce  into  that  part  of  the 
building.  When  a  design  has  been  accepted, 
he  thru  prepares  the  firawinjj  in  the  exai  t 
ill  which  It  will  eventually  appear,  lie  must 
be  specially  trained  in  making  designs  which 
take  the  IcadniLr  f>f  the  !.,dass  into  account,  and 
must  know  how  to  unite  brilliant  colors  placed 
in  close  proximity  to  each  other  without  ruin- 
ing the  harinon>  nf  the  whole.  When  his 
cartoon  goes  to  the  studio,  a  copy  is  traced  from 
it  showing  only  where  the  lines  of  the  lead  will 
appcat.  This  workit>g  drawing  and  the  color 
sketch  then  goes  to  the  man  w  ho  cuts  the  glass. 

Culling  ihc  Class 

This  glas.s,  made  in  ICngland  and  shipped  to 
Canada,  is  in  rich,  clear  colors,  bine,  red,  green, 
purple  and  so  on.  To  thr  la\  rye  it  looks  like 
very  poor  glass  indeed.  It  has  a  certain  grain 
and  varies  in  shade  and  in  thickness.  These 
apparent  imperfections  arc  joy  to  the  heart  of 
the  artist,  iiy  means  of  tlieni  he  secures  grada- 
tions of  tint  that  may  do  much  to  make  or  Ynzr 
the  beauty  of  the  design,  just  as  he  u>rs  his 
judgment  in  allocating  tliesc  various  shades  to 
the  desiijn.  \N'ith  a  diamond  cutter,  the  cr.ifts- 
man  cuts  out  pieces  of  glass  to  fit  the  .spaces 
in  the  design,  except  that  a  tiny  space  is  left 
between  all  the  edges  of  the  glass  to  make  room 
for  the  lead  between. 


Painling  the  Clou 

These  pieces  of  glass  then  to  an  artist 
whci  lays  them  o\cr  another  w<irking  drawint; 
of  the  desi<.;n  and  proceeds  to  paint  the  strong 
outlines  and  the  sha<lin;.:s.  The  paint  is  a  metal 
oxide  and  when  this  primary  work  is  done  the 
.^lass  poes  to  .1  kiln,  where,  just  at  the  point 
where  the  Srjijins  to  melt,  the  paint  is 

fused  and  biH-oiiic^  part  <>f  the  glass.  Now  the 
glass  goes  to  another  artist,  who  adds  the  finer 
details  from  the  artist's  design.  This  man  is  to 
the  artist  what  the  pianist  or  violinist  is  to  the 
composer.  lie  interprets  his  ideas  on  L:lass. 
Til  (lo  this  delicate  work  he  must  lia\e  thr  Ljla  s 
in  the  .same  position  as  it  would  be  in  a  xmixIow 
frame.  Therefore  a  huge  sheet  of  plate  glass 
is  laid  in  place  over  the  artist's  ftill-sire  design 
and  the  pieces  are  laid  in  place  in  corresponding 
positions.  Then  they  are  cemented  in  this  posi- 
tion and  the  plate  glass  is  placed  on  an  ea.*el 
before  a  window.  ^Hicn  the  artist  fills  in. the 
details,  the  features  (jf  the  face,  the  lines  on 
the  hand>;.  the  folds  of  the  draperies  and  the 
geiMuetric  dr<iL,'ns  in  the  borders.  .Ngain  the 
glas'-  is  fired  .md  the  process  chanq-es  the  shad- 
ing of  the  color  as  it  is  fused  with  the  glass. 
Sometimes  when  the  gla.s-s  comes  back  the  color 
is  too  light  and  the  artist  goes  over  it  again, 
and  retires  it.  Sometimes  it  is  too  dark,  and 
it  goes  back  to  tlie  kiln  as  it  is  and  being  tired 
again  it  becomes  lighter.  > 


The  mati  who  .i-«v«niltlev  and  IraHs  tlir  Clla^-^ 
has  another  working  drawing  which  he  stretches 
tightly  upon  a  tmk.  Starting  in^  oite  comer 
the  glass  is  surrottlldetl  with  a  flexible  pie  r  ■  1 
lead  which  conies  in  long  strips.  Ihe  lead  1? 
deeply  grooved  on  each  side.  One  groove  slip? 
over  the  edge  of  one  piece  of  gla•^~.  .uul  another 
piece  of  glass  is  slipped  into  the  opposite  groove. 
Piece  by  piece  the  glass  is  ouilt  up,  with  ribbons 
of  lead  marking  all  the  joints.  When  it  i^ 
complete,  t!ic  raftsman  goes  over  every  joint 
with  a  soldering  irbn.  Then  the  window  fa 
carefully  turned  o  r;  ami  thr  joints  ()n  the  other 
side  are  soldered.  Then  a  cement  is  rubbed 
into  all  the  crevices  to  make  the  whole  thing 
one  solid  piece.  There  are  other  processes,  of 
course,  by  which  the  window  iti  put  in  place 
and  strengthened  by  horizontal  bars  ol  iron,  but 
here  the  artist  and  the  craftsman  have  coOt* 
picted  their  work. 

Canadians  are  conservative  in  their  taste  fbr 
stained  gla'ss  and  follow  the  traditions  of  (<reat 
liritain  rather  than  of  the  United  States. 
Recently  there  has  been  a  steady  development 
in  the  desire  to  acquire  good  stained  glass  and 
evefv  province  has  fine  examples  of  the  work 
in  churches,  government  and  municipal  build- 
ings and  in  college  buildings. 

Sport  lVindou)s 

There  is  a  cmitroversy  raging  at  present 
over  the  appropriateness  of  incorporating  secu- 
lar designs  in  church  wiiuit>ws.  The  C'hurch  of 
.""^t  N  icholas,  at  \\  allase\ ,  bjigland,  has  a  golf 
u  m(lo\\  which  shows  iv\o  g<dfevs  in  plus  fours 
in  one  of  the  traceries.  The  C'athedril  of  St. 
John  the  Mixine  in  Xew  ^'ork  is  erecting  a 
sports  window  which  will  show  golfers,  boxers, 
ball  players,  and  so  on.  Altbougli  these  things 
may  seem  a  moi-kery  of  the  ilignit\  of  tlie 
church  there  is  precedent  for  it  from  the  early 
ages.  The caHudral  at  l.r<<n  m  Sp.mi  haa  glasa 
.showing  the  sports  of  thr  .Middle  .\ges,  stone 
workers  are  depictecl  in  a  window  at  C'liartres. 
France.  an<l..at  (.irand  Andcley,  thr  wife  ot  1\ini; 
t  lovis  is  shown  intrr\ening  with  her  hu-'>and 
m  a  strike  of  cathedral  workmen.  The  wind4»ws 
of  those  days  wer«  the  story  books  «>f  the  people 
and  COOatitute  a  reroid  ot'  llim   il:nly  lifjc. 

Recording  20lh  Century 

The  record  of  this  age  is  iiemg  incorporated 
in  the  new  hiverpooP  Cathedral  whirh.  when 
completed,  will  l)r  the  third  largest  church  in 
the  world,  exceeded  only  by  St.  I'eter's  at  Komc 
and  Milan  Cathedral.  In  the  Lady  Chapel  lit  a 
window  showing:  the  achievements  and  srr\  ice 
of  .Xnglo-Saxon  women  and  other  windows  will 
indicate  tha  greatcat  of  this  industrial  and  com- 
mercial age  In  years  to  come  it  mav  be  a 
means  of  interpreting  our  rec()rds  and  illustrat- 
ing our  ideals  The  great  east  .window  of 
Liverpool  Cathedral  is  f>nr  of  the  wonders  of 
the  craft  in  this  age.  it  begins  forty-six  feet 
above  the  floor  and  rises  seven fy-«bc  feet  high 
by  fort  V  four  feet  w  ide. 

Canada  has  nia«le  use  of  the  medium  ol 
stained  glass  to  ei^Ct  memorials  to  many  of  htt 
distinguished  scms  and  daughter^,  including 
tho'e  who  laid  <lown  their  lives  in  the  (irett 
War  but,  generally  speaking,  it  has  lieen  in  a 
restrained  and  convenlir)ii,Tl  v\a\.  in  the  threat 
majority  of  cases  the  memorial  being  .symbo- 
lized in  the  pictorial  treatment  of  a  refigiotis 
subject  Canada  has  set  her  feet  up(.n  the 
upward  path  in  her  pursuit  of  fine  stained  glass 
Windows. 


The  Garden  Week  by  Week

The  PfMm  of  Shade 

THE  shady  part  of  the  garden  alwa<^ 
presents  one  of  the  most  difficult 
problems  With   which   the  gardener 
mn^t  contend.    Proper  preparation  of  the 
8oil  and  the  selection  of  suitable  plants  arc 
the  solution. 

It  is  useless  to  plant  prrrnnials  in  poor 
Rround.  Like  other  crops  tliry  ncod  a 
dfCply-fluK  ,ii\<]  uril  prriMrrd  ^<iil,  .iiul  tlii.s 
must  be  provided  by  well  trcnchinR  tlic  Und 
to  form  a  good  rooting  medium.  If  the  soil 
IN  liravv  Iraf  mould,  sand  should  be 
a<!rlfd,  if  liRht.  cow  manure  should  be  freely 
iisrd.  .\  (Irrssinfi  of  air-slarkrd  liiiic — four 
ouncc»  to  the  square  yard — will  help  most 
soils  in  Victoria. 

Havint;  prrparfd  the  ground,  thr  Kar<lrn- 
rr  sliouM  liavc  little  difficulty  in  getting 
sali<«faction  from  the  following  plants  in 
shade  or  srmi-shadr. 

Achillea- i'tarniica,  Prrry's  wliitr.  is  a 
double  white,  free  flowering  plant,  blooming 
from  June  until  September,  and  growing 
about  three  feet  high.  ^ 

.\conitun»  i  Monk'«  Hood^ — Three  -^prcir^ 
of  this  genus  will  do  well  in  the  shady 
border.  They  grow  from  three  to  four  feet 
lilRh  and  Moom  irom  June  until  Fall. 
Autuninalcor  i'lscheri.  it  sapphire  blue, 
Japonicum  is  dccp  blue,  and  Narscllas,  bias 
and  while. 

Anemone — The  several  vanciirs  ot  tlir 
Japanese  wind  flower  arc  indispensable 
plants  for  the  shady  border.  Attractive 
kiMs  may  be  had  in  white  and  shades  of 
pink  and  rosr  Tlicy  grow  from  two  and 
a  half  to  three  feet  in  height  and  bloom 
from  AoffOSt  until  frost.  • 

Campanula — Most  members  of  this  family 
will  do  welt  in  semi-shade.  Carpatira.  blue, 
nine  Inches  hlRh;  Lactifolia.  blur,  tbrrr  to 
fowr  feet;  Persictfolia,  three  feet,  and  Lati- 
loUa.  ^hw-vielet.  three  feet,  will  all  be  found 
most  accommodating. 

Clematis  —  The  herl>aceou»  species, 
DavMtena,  porcetaiin^ac  and  Reeta,  creamy- 
white,  are  very  attractive  and  bloom  from 
June  until  October.  They  grow  only  three 
feet  high.  _  ^ 

Careful  Choice  Needed 

Delphiniums— W  Hilc  not  at  their  best  in 
shade,  these  will  <lo  wrll  if  the  soil  is  deep 
and  not  too  heavy.  The  choice  of  varieties 
is  without  end  in  these  days  of  "t>etter  Del- 
phiniums." 

The  Wrexham — The  Vanderbilt  and  oar 
own  British  Cotnnbia,  Kootenay  strains 
iravr  not  In  to  be  dssirci  hi  ^wlitjr  and 
size  of  bloom. 

Boron  ienm  —  Austriacum  and  Plants* 
girfum  arc  two  good  \fllnw  flnwrring  per- 
ennial plants  for  shade.  fhrv  grovin  two 
and  Ibrrr  frrt  tall  and  hloom  in  thr  Spring 
Epilohinni  -The  narrow  leafed  willow 
herb.  .\uguMt folium,  rosy-red,  and  its  white 
are  aaoattaat  siMda  tkmta^ 


three  or  four  frrt  in  height,  and  flowcr  from 
June  until  Augtut. 

HemerocalHs — The  Day  Lilies  do  well 

in  «.hadr  in  a  rich  moist  soil.  Thr  various 
kinds  grow  from  one  to  three  feet  high  and 
bloom  from  June  until  September. 

The  Christmas  Rose 
Mrllrhonis  -  ']  hr  Christmas  Rose,  white 
and  rosy-purple,  ilelight  in  sliaile.  So  do  thr 
Lenten  Lilies,  which  may  be  had  in  several 
shades.  The  Christmas  Roses  bloom  from 
nerriiilier  to  Krhruarv  and  the  others  from 
I'ehriiary  to  May.  1  hey  grow  about  two 
feet  high. 

Iris — Sibirica,  lilac-blue,  is  a  good  shade 
idant  about  three  feet ''in  height,  and  flower- 
ing in  jnnr  ,iii.|  July.  Thrrr  arr  many 
Irises  that  will  stand  a  good  deal  of  shade, 
in  (act,  most  of  them  will. 

Lysmiachia  —  Clethroides.  white,  and 
Punctata,  yellow,  are  showy  plants  flower- 
ing from  July  until  September,  and  growing 
to  a  height  of  two  feet. 

Paeonies— The  hardy  old  double  May- 
flowering  Paeontrs  succeed  wrll  in  shade. 
These  may  be  had  in  white,  pink  and  red. 
They  are  two  foot  plants. 

Numerous  Varietiei 
I'hiox — The    herbaceous    Phlox    arc  a 
great  .standby  in  the  shady  border,  and  will 
flowcr  from  July  until  Octot>er  in  such  a 
position  holding  their  colors  better  than 

«lirii  plantrd  in  full  situ.  Thr  ntmibrr  of 
xariclies  arc  many  and  are  getting  more 
numerous  r\rry  year  because  this  plant, 
like  ti^  delphinium,  is  receiving  more  at- 
tention, perhaps,  than  any  other  two  hardy 

prrrnnials  .it  thr  present  time. 

Solidago — The  tioldcn  Rods  succeed  well 
in  shade.  All  have  yellow  .  flowers  and 
hloom  from  August  until  frost.  They  run 
from  two  to  five  feet  in  height 

Spiraeas-  riie«e  are  gr.icrful  anil  beaufi 
ful  herbaceous  perennials  (or  a  shady  place. 
There  arc  white,  cream  and  pink  kinds,  and 
they  grow  to  varioas  heights,  that  is  to  sav 
from  two  to  five  feet.  Most  of  them  bloom 
in  June,  July  and  Augtivt 

Trollius — These  have  fine  foliage  and  at- 
tractive orange  or  yetlow  flonaers  from  May 
until  July.  ,  They  arc  from  two  to  three 
feet  tall. 

Besides  the  plants  alrraiU-  tncniionrd 
there  are  many  well-knoi^n  «ubjects  that  do 
well  in  shade.  Lily  of  Ibe  Valley,  Prim- 
roses. Pollyanthus,  Solomon's  Seal, 
.^uriclllas,  Pansies,  Violas,  London  I'ndr. 
l  orgrt  Me-Not,  Violets,  Foxgloves  an.l 
Colombines  are  among  the  anmbcr.  Hardy 
ferns  are  very  deslraMc  snbjeets  for  the 

shady  border  and  look  their  best  wlirn  as- 
sociated with  flowering  plants.  Some  of  the 
lilies,  too.  are  <hade  plants  of  great  merit 
and  may  be  planted  in  grovps  with  excellent 
efVeet.  Daffodils  are  splendid  in  shade  for 
.1  Spring  rTrc  t  as  arc  Scttlas»  Snawdrops 
and  Crown  Imperial*.

shady  border  need  not  be  the  dismal  spot 
it  so  often  is,  hut  may  he  made  a  really  very 
beai^tiful  part  of  liie  Rarclen 

One  word  about  Primulas.  If  one  has 
a  shady,  damp  place  one  may  go  in  for  a 
collertion  of  the  moisture-lovIng  Primulas, 
anil  then  one  vmII  have  a  most  glorious  show 
Irom  h'ehruary  until  June,  or  even  later  it 
the  varieties  are  chosen  with  care.  Many  ot 
these  Primulas  are  rare,  but  if  one  really 
wishes  to  have  something  a  little  out  of  the 
ordinary  and  has  the  right  spot  for  their 
eahivatk>n,  no  shade  plant  can  cqvsl  them.

The  word  miisie  we  derive  from  the  fireek 
who  took  it  from  the  art.s  over  which  the  Muses 
presided.    .Music  pertained  to  the  development 

of  the  mind  in  opposition  to  the  word  pvmnas 
tic.  which  applied  to  the  development  of  the 
body. 

Music  as  we  in  tlie  \\  extern  world  know  it 
today,  is  almost  entirely  a  product  of  our  Wes- 
tern civilization.  In  tile  rest  of  the  world,  it 
is  merely  an  adjunct  of  |)oetr\  or  of  the  dante. 
.^^u^ic  with  us  is  an  art  m  itself. 

Its  ffreate.st  development  came  in  the  four- 
teenth and  fifteenth  centuries,  and  it-  )?olden 
age  was  the  sixteenth  century.  In  the  earlier 
centuries,  music  made  its  acquaintance  with  the 
people  at  larj^e.  It  was  an  at,'e  in  wliich  man- 
kind was  reaching  out  for  (h"veloi>ment,  just 
prior  to  the  day*  when  the  adventurous  spirit 
of  the  people  prompted  (.'ohimbus  and  Cabot 
to  set  out  to  seek  the  new  world. 

The  Mimtrels 

There  were  two  classes  of  people  intensely 


interested  in  music.    They  were  •the  minstrtts., 

who  waiidrred  ah"nt  frr.ni  t  nvn  to  town  ^inj|^r' 
ing  their  merry  song.s  and  amusing  aud  enter- 
taining the  people.  This  was  the  time  when 
minMrels'  f^allerie^  were  first  intrf>dnc*d  into 
architecture,  for  the  nobles  loved  to  have  music 
before,  during  and  after  their  feasts.  It  is  from 
them  wc  ac(|iiiir  1  i  t  taste  for  music  in  our 
hotels  and  eating  pin  es  today.  There  were 
thousands  of  these  people  who  composed  and 
-a lit:  ^oncT'^  which  grew  out  ot  il  ri 
pulses.  They  were  incapable  of  setting  down 
and  recording  their  compositions  and  knew  no 
laws  of  music  as  we  know  them  today.  But  at 
the  same  time  there  was  another  cWlts  of  f^eople 
who  were  woricing  at  music  frorrr  an  entirely 
different  point  of  view.  The\  \Ncrc  men  wiio 
formed  the  ^reat  monastic  communities  of  the 
time,  where  they  were  fostering  the  arts. 
Music,  from  their  point  oi  view,  had  to  be  set 
down  in  order  and  made  subject  to  certain  laws. 
When  eventually  these  two  great  gruup.s  pooled

day  for  luiglaiid.  It  is  the  golden  age  in  music, 
just  as  it  was  in  navigation  and  exploration  and 
literature  and  in  other  departments  of  national 
life.  During  her  reign  everyone  in  the  land 
'  '1  '  i:  and  play,  and  to  plead  ignorance  of 
it^uMc  i)r  to  declare  one's  inability  to  take  part 
m  the  music  of  the  time  was  to  declare  oneself 
i''-'  !utely  devnid  ,,f  education'  and  '  breedlnfT- 
liut  not  only  nobles  aufl  courtiers  \\ere  thus 
steeped  in  music.  Every  w  t^rker,  no  matter  how 
humble,.played  some  instrument  or  sang  some 
of  the  merry  songs  of  the  day.  For  the  first 
time,  the  three  principles  of  music,  rhythm, 
melody  ati  I  l  armony,  were  combined. 

The  Kefonnation  helped  the  cultivation  of 
music  in  England  because  it  banned  the  use  of 
the  mjisic  of  France  and  Italy,  and  so  British- 
horn  musicians  reaped  a  great  harvest  ..f  popu- 
larity.   The  great  writers  of  Elizabeth's  day 


all  record  the  national  love  of  mu.sic  and  the 
prevalence  in  every  walk  of  life.  Shakespeare 
such  an  ornament  of  the  great  age  in  iCngland 
was  thoroughly  convinced    that   the   love  of 
music        an  etsential  part  of  every  normal

Music  ami  Healing

The  tirrin^  musu  of  a 
mihury  i)and  brightens  the  eyes  and  rouses  the 
spirita  even  of  unaccustomed  cititens.  A 
familiar  tune  full  of  vi-or  and  life,  has  stirred 
tired  men,  times  without  number,  into  an  etifort 
which  hM  converted  defeat  into  victory. 

Tht  BnpipM 

Above  all  other  instruments,  surely  the  bag- 
pipes have  the  most  amaring  faculty  for  rousinj.^ 
men  to  martial  frcnzv.  No  one  knows  ju.si 
where  they  originated,  but  a  hoary  joke  says 
that  they  were  sent  from  Ireland  to  S<-otland, 
and  that  the  Scots  haven't  seen  the  joke  yet! 
But  the  pipes  have  led  many  a  brave  man  into 
action  against  his  f..es.  and  numberless  are  the 
noble  men  who  have  died  w  ith  the  skirl  of  their 
fierce  national  musk  in  their  ears. 

European  music  came  to  Canada  Avith  the 
Frenchmen  who  first  settled  in  Port  Roval  and 
guebec.  We  can  imajpnc  these  whfmsfcal. 
temperamental  adventurers  sinqiuij  the  merr\ 
songs  of  Normandv  and  Provence  as  thev  gath- 
ered together  in  the  light  of  their  Winter  flres. 
cheating  themselves  into  forgetting  the  longing 
in  their  heart.s  for  the  ea.se  of  their  homeland. 
A  German  lute  that  was  sadly  out  of  tune,  and 
two  violins  which  pla\ed  for  the  first  time  at 
a  wedding  in  Quebec  in  lf>45.  are  perhsps  the 
first  musical  instruments  of  which  <we  heve  I 
any  record  -Some  of  the  old  songs  that  were 
•^ung  to  the  music  of  the  old  violins  have  come 
down  to  tit  today  preserved  in  the  tolk  songs 
of  Quebec. 

Toronto* t  Creat  Comenaloty 
Canada  today  devotes  more  time  and  intelli- 
tfent  attention  to  music  than  triost  countries. 
It  is  too  soon  vet  to  have  developed  a  character- 
istic national  music,  and  musical  education  here 
still  depends  primarily  upon  private  initiative. 
Vet  the  largest  school  of  music  in  the  Hntish 
Empire  is  the  Toronto  Conservatory  of  .Music, 
with  its  thousaods  of  students  and  a  svstem  of 
examinations  which  spreads  from  coast  to 
coast  into  the  L'nited  States  More  than  ten 
thousend  students  trv  its  examinations  everv 
year. 

In  choral  music.  Canada  is  in  the  front  rank 
among  the  nations  of  the  world.  Musical  clubs, 
choirs  and  oratorical  societies  are  at  work  in 
every  part  of  Canada  hnncing  the  pu^hc  into 
intimate  tourh  ■with  qood  mu.sic.  Having  passed 
the  stages  of  pioneering  and  openin^r  «P  the 
country.  Canadians  have  natiiralh  and  sponta 
neously  turned  to  the  expression  of  themselves 
in  music.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  West, 
where  there  is  a  keen  jov  in  'nnisi,-  Manitoba. 
An>erta  and  Saskatchewan  have  adapted  the 
f)ld  Country's  ccmipetitive  musical  festivals  to 
their  needs  and  candidates  from  all  parts  of 
the  provinces  participate.  .Manitoba  has  as 
mhy  as  6,000  competitors  at  a  festival  Ontario 
and  British  Columbia  also  contribtite  to  musical 
encouragement  by  means  of  these  festivals,  lu 
thr  .Arion  Club  the  Capital  City  of  the  last- 
named  Province  has  a  male  choir 'organi;:ed  last 
century  which  enjoys  Dominion-wide  apprecia- 
tion in  musical  circles. 

This  attention  to  the  culture  of  the  musical 
tendencies  of  its  own  people  is  an  encouraging 
indication  of  the  maturity  of  Canada.  In  pro^ 
portion  to  our  application  of  the  ^vcn\  art-  i.. 
our  vigorous  new  life  will  be  our  national 
growth.

"Though  more  than  half  the  questions 
bore  on  matters  of  form,  the  majority  of 
the  troublr^  reported  had  to  do  with  ad- 
justment. People  said  they  got  nervous 
when  talking  to  their  superiors,  or  could 
reach  no  coninion  t'r'ujnd  in  casual  conver- 
sation. Such  adjustments  are  really  a  part 
of  language,  since  they  affect  vitally  its  ade- 
quate use.  If  you  do  not  understand  people, 
through  your  fault  or  theirs,  you  think 
them  stupid  or  rraffy.  You  lose  the  ad- 
vantage of  commanding  their  point  of  view. 
Often  the  exeeotton  of  your  orders  depends, 
too.  upon  the  wav  in  which  thev  srr  given. 
All  these  things  should  be  considered  hi 
the  teaching  of  Idnflusfe. 

"Thr  nuesfionnaires  showed  difimteiv  ih.it 
language  is  a  baffling,  tricky  instrument.  In 
its  use  there  are  certain  danger  spots  that 
nesd  special  study  and  treatment.  For 
instance,  letters  of  sympathy,  oral  reports 
Snd  conferences  .rem  general  stumbling 
blocks.  Such  things,  one  concludes,  nesd 
mere  stress.  The  resehs  of  the  study  Indi- 
csie  the  necessity  for  a  change  of  rrophasis 
rather  then  for  any  sort  of  rcvoluiton  m 
English  departHMets. 


"Seemingly  minor  changes  might  relate 
the  instruction  more  closely  to  life.  For 
CMmple.  we  teach  reading,  hut  say  little 
about  the  varying  pace  to  be  used  in  read- 
ing different  kinds  of  matter;  yet  every  busi- 
ness man  knows  that  he  must  read  one  way 
material  that  must  be  closely  followed  and 
another  way  if  he  is  merely  gleaning  certain 
items  from  a  reference  work.  The  material 
that  we  now  nse,  if  spprosched  differently, 

might  arrpiire  entirely  new  value. 

"We  should  recognise,  too,  that  different 
persons,  in  different   work,    need    lo  use 
language  differently.    The  man  who  handles 
adjustments  for  a  large  department  store, 
and  hao  to  ^rnd  thr  irate  customer  away 
cheerful  yet  with  a  sense  of  respect  for  the 
store,  has  far  difff>rMt  tsngnsge  needa  from 
those  of  the  boss  of  the  delivery  men.  There 
is  a  certain  vocational   aspect   to  proper 
languaKe  training.    We  must  bear  in  mind, 
also,  the  fact  that  instruction  shoeld  not  cetf 
when  one's  early  sehoollng  is  done.  Our 
attitude  has  been  that  here  i«  a  little  ship 
to  be  stocked  with  food,  water  and  fuel  for 
a  lifetime  voystf*  daring  which  time  it  will 
touch  at  no  port.    B«t  with  adult  education 
the  vessel  can  and  does  make  stops.    W  hy 
not  stork  it  only  sufficiently  to  last  il  until

people  say,  ■■Well,  you  know  tliosic 
people  of  genius  lead  ««eh  immoral 
lives,  an\\s.i\  Thr\  call  it  artistic 
temperament.  But  that  s  no  excuse, 
rtiey  ought  to  be  punished  jurt  the 
same  as  common  folks.  But.  then  yoU 
know  jD^rniuscs  are  irresponsible." 

Unc  htlle  oversight  in  such  opin- 
ions is  that  people  fail  to  notice  how 

many  ordinarv  folks  r|o  thr  same 
things.  A  little  examination  eai>ily 
proves  that  ordinary  (oiks  run  off  with 
each  othcr.s'  wives  and  Inishanris  an<l 
do  all  sorts  f>f  sttipid  imnKjral  things 
more  often  than  do  people  of  genius. 

Men  and  women  of  ability,'  talent 
and  genius  arc  the  mo^t  moral  and 
virtuous  person.s  in  the  world. 

Crtatioru  of  Cemm 

All  oor  high  notions  of  morality, 

charactn  ainl  ri^hteousiirss  arc  the 
j)roduct!»,  the  creations  of  genius,  and 
not  of  stupidity. 

''The  good  old-fashkmed  virtues, 
as  they  are  now  often  contemptuou'-lv 
called,  chiefly  because  so  many  ."stupid 
people  are  violating  them  and  making 
tlir  most  of  thr  iintorirt\'  obtained 
thereby^  arc  ail  the  products  and  crea- 
ticMs  of  people  of  brains. 

The  Ten  Commandments  were  not 
written  by  a  moron. 

The  Ten  Commandments  were  the 
product  of  the  supremist  intellectual 
vision  and  power  of  the  one  race  of 
people  which  has  probably  possessed 
the  loftiest  moral  genius  of  any  race 
of  people  that  has  ever  livc<l 

In  one  form  or  another,  the  moral 
code  cinbotlie*!  in  our  Ten  Command- 
ments has  existed  in  all  races,  even 
the  lowest;  ami  these  inoral  codes  liave 
been  the  creations  of  the  men  and 
women  of  genius  in  every  race. 

IVhat  Immartdiip  h 

The  reason  for  this  is  simply  that 
in  every  clime,  in  every  period  of  his- 
tory, and  in  every  community  of  jx-oplc 
the  leaders  have  lountl  from  experience 
that  the  good  old-fashioned  virtues 
paid. 

The  old  prophets  saw  this  when 
they  said.  "The  fool  shall  perish  by  his 
own  folly,"  "The  way  of  the  trans- 

Sressor  is  hard,"  "The  wages  of  sin  is 
eath."  They  saw,  as  I  have  said  in 
previous  articles,  that  immorality  is 
jjimply  a  form  of  stupidity. 

Immorality  is  a  foolish,  short- 
sighted, stupid  wa\  which  people  take 
for  getting  something  they  want  or 
think  they  want. 

Morality  and  righteousness  are 
simply  intelligent  ways  of  living.  It 
is  true  that  sorne  persons  of  high  abil- 
ity take  foolish  ways  for  gaining  what 
they  want.  Htit  they  do  not  tjse  stnpid 
means  to  gain  their  ends  nearly  as 
^ften  as  unintelligent  people  do. 

Nofhintj  coiiM  more  clearlv  confirm 
this  than  the  tact  that  about  three- 
fourths  of  all  our^criminals  and  nearly 
four  fifths  of  all  immoral  women  arc 
feehle-tninded  or  emotionally  and  tern- 
|icramcntally  defective.

Ad4ms  Woods,  the  biolo^^ist.  who 

knows  more  about  this  problem  than 
any  man  living,  told  me  just  the  other

The  same  is 
true    of    any  skilled 
trade    or   craft.  The 
higher  up  we  go  in  skill 
— that  is.  in  intelligence 
—  the  higher  up  we  go 
in  sound    morals  and 
good  citizenship. 

A  Promae  FvlfiUed 

Among  the  Ira'ling 
scientists  of  -the  world 
there   are"  fiot   half  a 

il  >/cn  v\  h' '  ha\  e  the 
^llghte.^t  reputation  for  any  form  of 
departure  from  sound  morals.  My 
own  studies  indicate  that  researcli 
scientists  have  probably  the  'highest 
average  virtue  of  any  group  of  similar 
numbers  in  the  world's  history.  .\nd, 
perforce,  they  ha\  e  to  be  tnen  of  talent 
and.  in  most  cases,  genius. 

But  the  crowning  proof  that  vn  ine 
pa\s  is  the  proof  1)\  \dams  WOods. 
already  mentioned,  that  the  bourth 
Commandment  is  a  great  biological 
dornment.  It  is  the  l'"irst  Comman<l- 
ment  with  a  promi.se — the  promise 
that  those  who  obey  their  parents — 
that  is,  li\e  ri^litrously  .md  \irtuously 
— shall  li\e  long  in  the  land  which  the 
I^ord  Cod  has  given  them. 

Woods  has  proved  by  extensive 
statistical  investigation  tliat  the  good 
live  long  and  the  bad  die  young. 

The  Fool  and  HU  Foil}, 

Woods  studied  the  Royal  Families 

of  l".uroj»c  over  a  pcrii^I  ,<(  more  than 
.SOU  years,  and  found  that  throughout 
all  the  changes  of  moral  standards,  all 
the  corruptions  of  courts  and  the 
vicissitudes  of  changing  national  for- 
tunes, those  who  left  a  reputation  for 
\  irtue  and  honor  and  service  to  the 
public  good,  besides  records  of  noble 
private  lives,  are  the  ones  who  lived 
several  years  longer  on  the  average 
than  the  dissolute,  the  cunning,  and 
the  wicked. 

Verily  the  fool  does  perish  from  his 
own  folly,  whether  prince  or  pauper, 
king  or  peasant. 

But  Woods  further  proved  that 
those  who  ranked  high  for  genius  also 
usually  ranked  high  for  morals.  The 
average  moral  rating  for  those  who 
were  in  the  class  of  genuine  genius 
was  far  above  that  of  either  the  ones 
who  were  mediocre  or  stupid.

their  m*ral  ratings  as  they  had  done 
in  their  usual  studies. 

Error  of  Ihe  Schools 

These  boys  advanced  almost  three 

times  ns  much  in  trust  w ,  irthiness  as 
they  did  in  .Xlgelna  or  l.atm. 

Not  only  do  the  good,  old-fashioned 
\iitii(  pay.  but  it  pays  enrirmously  to 
cdut  ate  people  in  their  practice 

It  shows,  as  Profes.sor  Thorndike, 
of  Columbia,  pointed  otit,  that  our  pub- 
lic schools  (and  colleges  also)  are  <lr 
voting  nearly  all  their  tiine  to  training 
the  purely  intellectual  traits-^he  thing 
which  thev  can  <]<>  N^-orst.  instead  of 
training  the  moral  character,  the  thinj; 
they  could  do  best. 

And  in  the  conduct  of  national  life 
moral  character  outweighs  everything 
else.  And  intelligence,  talent,  ability, 
and  genius  are  all  linked  together 
powrerfully  in  man's  organic  make-up 
with  all  the  great  old  fashioned  virtues. 
All  through  historv.  when  the  old  fash- 
ioned virtues  really  -became  ohi  fash 
lOned  and  were  held  in  contempt,  it 
has  been  because  stupid  men,  men  of 
less  intelligence  and  therefore  of  lower 
character,  had  gained  contrcd  of  the 
national  life.  \\  hen  that  happens  in 
any  natjon,  it  is  the  hour  of  doom.

\t\  some  of  the  early  books  on  natural 
history  the  ppretipine  was  stated  to  have  the 
power  of  siiooting  the  spines  or  quills  from

and  teach  his  son.  lie  oitcrcd  what  waa  for 
those  days-  a  good  salary.  At  about  the 

some  time  a  rich  lawyer,  r.arditifr  H'lhhard. 
Cambridge,  asked  the  faniou>  teacher  to 
give  his  daughter  \lal>el,  fifteen  years  old, 
private  lessons.  Both  gentlemen  were  of 
great  assistance  to  the  inventor  and  he 
married  Miss  Huhhard  v.  hen.  at  twenty- 
ninf ,  he.  had  perfected  tbc  telephone. 

Very  sben  the  spirit  of  invention  again 
took  possession  of  the  young  man.  He 
neglected  and  finally  <fave  up  his  public 
work  in  Boston  and  labored  in  season  and 
out  of  season  to  perfect  the  speaking 
machine..  He  used  to  say  "If  I  can  mekc  a 
deaf  tnate  ulk*  I  'ca«  make  en  iron  man 
talk."- 

By  the  adViee  of  Prof  Joseph  Henry,  an 
eminent  sdeMist,  Bell  studied  electricity,  as 
he  had  fonnerly  learned  about  the  mechanism 
of  the  human  ear.  He  bad  an  assistant 
named  Watson  A  Rreat  day  came  when 
this  \(iiinK  man  heard  in  another  room  the 
words  Bell  spoke  into  his  end  of  the  tele- 
phone. ■  Three  years  they  had  labored  to- 
gether, with  many  disappointments,  hut  now 
their  reward  was  in  sight.  If  a 
voire  could  be  heard  from  one  part  of  a 
building  to  another,  there  was  no  reason 
why  it  shonld  not  be  carried  frr»m  one  house 
or  even  from  one  citv  to  anothet  .Ml  this 
time  Mr.  Sanders  and  Mr.  Hubbard  had 
been  supporting  the  inventor  and  enabling 
him  to  carry  on  hia  experiments.  A  patent 
was  taken  out  in  March,  \n76. 

Next  midsummer  the  Rreat  international 
exposition  was  held  m  Philadelphia.  The 
whole  world  sent  sdcntisu  and  inventors  to 
the  great  American  city. 

Mr.  Hubbard  and  his  friend  .Sanders  had 
contrived  that  a  very  small  space  should  he 
given  to  the  new  invention,  but  they  did  not 
think  it  necessary  that  the  inventor  should

Henry  Bessemer,  horn    in  in  the 

little  town  of  Charlton,  in  ilertfordahire, 
btcanse  oim  of  the  greatest  inventon  of  hia 
age.  He  came  to  Ix>ndon,  and  when  only 
nineteen  induced  the  Government  to  adopt 
a  steel  die  for  defacing  stamps,  thus  potting, 
a  stop  lo  the  practice  of  taking  stamps  fron.* 
old  legal  documenta  and  using  them  agnilk 
At  twenty-five  he  invented  a  type-caating 
machine,  and  another  for  making  velvet. 

After  thia,  as  a  resnit  of  many  experi* 
menta,   he '  fonnd    the    secret   nf  manu- 

facturinfr  bronze  powder.  With  the  nionev 
gained  he  began  constructing  railway 
carriages  and  machines,  and  then  turned  hia 
attention  to  the  improvement  of  guns  and 
artillery.  While  working  for  Napoleon  III 
a  chance  rtmark  as  to  thr  need  of  stronger 
metal  for  the  guns  set  hmi  experimenting 
with  iron.  For  eighteen  months,  at  great 
expense,  he  built  and  pulled  down  one 
furnace  after  another,  and  at  last  discovered 
the  secret  of  forcing  air  into  the  metal  whde 
It  was  in  a  fluid  state,  and  the  result  waa 


In  three  weeks  he  had  sold  £20,000  worth 
of  licences  to  make  steel  by  hia  method;  but 
a  little  later  it  was  discovered  that  only  some 

kind*  of  iron  could  be  used  .Another  three 
years'  patient  investigation  showed  him  that 
phosphorous  in  the  iron  was  the  real  cause 
of  the  fathare;  and  at  last  he  began  offering 
the  new  steel  at  the  greatly  redaced  prke  ol 
id  per  tea. 

Manufacturers  were  slow  to  take  it  ap, 
hut  at  last  the  possibilities  of  the  Bessemer 
process  were  realized,  and  soon  the  inventor 
was  receiving  an  income  of  <100.(X)0  a  year. 
In  MTQ,  when  his  potent  aspired,  he  had  re- 
ceived in  royaHties  over  a  miliim  pounds. 
He  took  ont  during  his  life  not  less  than  120 
patents,  the  specification*  and  drawings  for 

which  (all  made  by  himaelf)  actually  filled 
seven  large  vohuMS.  He  died  b  tlM  year 
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out  just  because  the  elisaate  slowly  changed. 

He  became  desert-color  himself  and  still 
r.irnrd  Ins  kr-f-p  'MiN  li,s  babies  (babies 
are  old-laahioned  things  you  know) 
keep  the  spots  for  a  few  emthe  J«st  to  re- 
mind them  of  their  family  history.

Poiverful  30-Fooler 

The  Daryl  was  just  thirty  feet  lonR. 
She  had  a  \awl  ricf  and  a  powerful 
kerosene  motor,  with  fuel  enough  in 
hertankfi  to     nearly  400  miles.  'Origi 
Hallv  our  iiloi   •  I  licrn  Stupart  s 

Bay,  on  the  xuitii  shore  of  Hudson 
Strait,  and  from  a  hill  on  Chidley  I.il- 
.iiid  we  fan<  ird  \n  e  could  ^ce  the  dim 
outline  of  land  near  it,  far  ofT  to  the 
west  across  I'ngava  Bay.  Already  we 
I\.id  ^ailrd  nearly  a  thousatid  mile^ 
alonfj  an  evil  coast,  and  were  will- 
ine  to  have  the  voyage  end.  but  by  one 
of  th  '^c  •-tranpe  coincidetices  that  do 
.loinelimcs  occur,  w  e  fell  in  that  \  cry 
tlay  with  the  company's  ship'  and 
learned  that  orders  had  been  I'l  oir^ed 
without  our  knowledge:  the  l>aryl 
must  go  to  Cape' Wolstenholme,  clear 
at  the  w  estern  eiid  of  the  Strain— SOD 
mfles  away.

Captain  Smith,  of  the  Ctmipany's 
ship,  came  to  our  rescue. 

"I'll  i;i\e  ^ou  a  Imr,"  he  said,  "ati'l 
tow  you  a.s  far  as  I  can.  Then  he  ex- 
plained that  if  it  "came  on  to  Itlow" 
there  uas  apt  to  be  <;ui  b  <i  w  ii  krd  sea 
that  the  Uaryl  could  not  continue  in 
tow.  She  would  have  to  cut  adrift  and 
either  ride  it  out  ou  brr  own  vr  run  for 
harbor — if  one  was  near.  Uut  every 
mile  gained  would  save  precious  fuel. 

That  \  erv  nitjht  w  e  had  a  sample  of 
what  made  the  sea  bad.  Although 
there  was  not  a  breatli.  of  wind,  and 
the  water  was  verv  deep,  we  ran 
through  tide-rips  that  broke  over  the 
Daryl's  bow.  These  were  the, "over- 
falls" of  which  Henr\  Hudson  wrote, 
caused  bv  the  strong  currents  of  the 
Strait.  In  a  irale  of  wind  they  would 
ha\e  'iwampe<|  such  a  eraft  as  oiirs 
\\  e  were  to  learn  more  of  currents  be- 
fore we  got  through.  ^ 

Next  morning  dawne«l  b.-ight  and 
clear,  with  no  land  in  sight,  for  the 
Strait  hereabouts  was  more  thin  100 

miles  wide  \V  ith  some  sitikinir  of  the 
heart  we  di»covered  b>  ouj  ob.serva- 
tiotts  that  the  ship  was  pursuing  a 
course  right  up  the  middle.

Still,  it  was  a 
relief  next  morning  to  sec  the  bold 
Uaffi;i  Land  coast  rising  above  the.» 
horizon  in  the  north. 

We  drew  in  upon  it  in  the  Ticinity 
of  Big  Island  and  there  for  the  first 
time  SMI'  f  entering  the  Strait  wr  ^ 
ice.  it  was  packed  solidly  against  tiie 
cast  side  of  the  Hi^  Island  and  tapered 
down  along  the  coast  to  the  east,  but 
five  miles  off  shore  U»e  water  was  en- 
tirely free.  Contininng  westward  we 
skirte<l  the  coast,  as  the  captain  h.id 
orders  to  look  for  natives  and  a  place 
to  locate  a  new  post.  Presently  the  ice 
grew  so  thick  that  dnd,t,'ing  it  on  the 
end  of  a  towlinc  became  risky,  and  we 
were  obliged  to  strike  adrift  and  pro-

Captain  Comes  Aboard 

Fof  several  days  more  the  Daryl 
kept  com|)any  with  her  mentor.  Once 
the  ship  ho\e-to  while  Captain  Smith 
came  aboard  our  vessel  and  went  ex- 
ploring. W  e  twisted  throu;,,di  the  floes 
a«^d  entered  a  fiord,  that  lay  in  the  posi- 
tion of  Crooke  s  Inlet.  Hut  vdiile  the 
entrance  agreed  well  enou.;h  with  the 
position  given  by  the  chart,  we  found 
it  entirely  different  inside. 

Captain  Smith  was  a  fine  naviL^ator 
and  a  thorough  seaman,  and  he  ha<l  the 
true  c.\|>lorei  s  eagerness  to  learn.  IWit 
when  we  ha<l  followed  the  windiui; 
inlet  a  few  miles  he  ran  the  l)ar%l  hard 
and  fast  a;.;i  ound  on  a  gra\  el  bar.  .Ml 
hands  got  o\  erboard  into  the  icy  water 
and  shoved  hri  off  It  was  so  tine  anil 
warm  overhead  that  the  bath  icit  p^ood.

The  Uaryl  s  arrival  at  her  new 
home  had  elements  of  the  spectacular. 
I  1st  to  the  east  of  Capr  \\  olstenholme 
'ics  Eric  Cove,  where  the  new  post  was 
i  >cated.  We  arrived  off  it  in  the  night, 
and  Captain  Smith  looked  in  vain  for 
the  lights  of  the  post  to  give  him  a 
range  on  which  to  enter.  He  blew  his 
whistle  and  sent  up  rockets,  but  still  no 
light  appeared.  Disgruntled  and  a  little 
anxious,  he  ordered  us  to  take  the 
Har\l  and  run  in  ir,  '"rouse  out  the  Fac- 
tor and  tell  him  to  sljow  a  light."  Ac- 
tually, I  think,  he  was  a  good  deal  wor- 
ried, because  a  -hip  comes  ibut  once  a 
year  to  this  remote  spot,  and  the  Fac- 
tor was  the  only  white  man  in  the 
plac^. 

Deliver   Boat   on  LaiCn 

\\  ith  us  he  sent  the  third  mate,  and 
that  nearly  proved  our  undoing.  I  sup 
posed  the  "third  '  had  been  there  be- 
fore and  that  he  was  acting  as  pilot,  for 
he  gave  us  orders  in  a  tone  that 
seemed  to  indicate  as  much  W  e  went 
along  at  full  spei-d  and  I  was  steering 
and  trying  to  penetrate  tlie  darkness 
ahead  when  all  of  a  sudden  the  poor 
little  boat  leaped  out  of  the  water  and 
ran  nearly  her  length  up  on  land. 
There  was  a  qoo<l  deal  of  commotion 
and  someone  lit  a  flare  so  that  we  could 
see  where  we  were.  Then  a  light  ap- 
|)eare»l  o'l  shore  and  an  an^ry  \  oice 
hailed  us  and  wanle«l  to  know  what  all 
the  row  was  about. 

"No    row,'     Hob    shouted  back 
"W  e  ve  just  delivered  your  boat  to 
you— on  your  front  lawn." 

That  proved  to  be  just  about  the 
fact,  but  the  "lawn"  fortunately  was 
nothing  worse  than  hUrd  sand ;  so  we 
got  her  off  and  went  back  to  the  ship 
without  any  damage  done.  But  the 
story  has  gbne  down  in  Company  his- 
tory. .\x  any  rate,  we  succeeded  in 
"rousing  the  Factor  out  " 

At  Eric  Cove  the  ship  put  ashore  a 
supply  of  fuel  for  the  Daryl  s  use,  and 
proceeded  westward  across  Hudson 
Bay.  Our  job  was  now  finished,  but 
as  we  had  nothing  to  do  until  the  ship 
called- for  ns  on  her  homeward  trip, 
the  Factor  proposed  that  we  spend  the 
interim  in  exploration  So  far  as  I'ob 
and  1  were  coflcerncd.  nothing  could 
have  suited  us  better.  He  put  in  a  day 
or  two  going  over  hi>  enpine.  while  I 
replaced  worn  vHgging  and  improvised 
a  bowsprit  and  an  outer  jib  to  make 
her  sail  better.  We  set  out  at  ten 
orlork  one  morning,  boifnd  to  Baffin 
Land,  across  the  Strait.

In  some  w  a\s  it  was  » foolhardy 
a<lventure.  anrl  1  h.i\e  often  wondered 
that  we  came  through  alive.  Cape 
W  ohtenhidme  is  at  the  extrwne  west 
end  fif  Hudson  Strait,  where  you  turn 
the  corner  to  enter  the  Hay.  Not  only 
did  we  have  that  vast  sheet  of  water  at 
our  back,  but  the  Strait  itself  is  IQO 
miles  wide  at  this  point.  The  season 
was  late,  and  an^  day  Anttmin  might 
bo  Ushered  in  with  a  fierce  dorthwcsl 
gale  and  snow,  which  would  contjo^, 
with  brief  intermissions,  for  «reahi. 
Moreover,  here  the  ordinary  mariner's 
compass  was  prartically.useless  owing 
to  the  proximifv  pf  the  earth  s  north 
magnettr  pole.  1  .several  times  found 
ours  pointing  in  a  direcffcm  diametri- 
cally opposite  to  the  correct  one  Of 
course,  a  modern  steamship  equipped 
with  gyro-cpmpasses  wrwild  not  be 
troirbled'  by  such  aberration*  Kut  we 
had  nothing  of  that  sort.  I'or  direr- 
tion  I  was  wholly  dependent  upon  bear-

ings  of  the  sun  and  stars,  and  I  had  ^ 

a  chronometer  and  set  of  azimuth 
tables  on  board  that  worked  all  right 
so  long  as  it  was  clear:  but  in'thick  or 
even  cloudv  weather  we  should  have 
been  "  out  of  luck,  '  Several  persons 
had  laughed  at  our  carrying  a  chrono- 
meter in  a  ,^0  fr.ot  boat,  but  it  certainly 
saved  the  day  when  we  came  to  navi- 
gate Hudson  Strait. 

\\  c  had  scarcrK  !r  pped  the  high 
cliffs  of  Cape  Wolstenholme  below  ^he 
horizon  when  the  engine  began  to 
coui.;h  and  spit.  Investigation  showed 
that  there  was  water  in  our  oil ;  the 
cases  which  the  ship  brought  out  were 
not  watertight  and  they  had  been 
standing  exposed  out  on  deck.  The 
whole  fuel  supply  was  spoiled. 

This  was  not  (heering;  but  r.ob. 
who  was  a  hard  man  to  beat,  said  he 
believed  he  could  drain  the  water  off 
the  tanks.  He  did  so.  and  reducerl  our 
supply  by  nearly  half.  However,  we 
kept  on. 

Nightfall  saw  us  half  way  across. 
It  was  a  beautiful  night,  clear  and 
bric^ht,  *  w  Ith  a  glorious  moon  that 
bathed  the  sea  in  silver.  Several  times 
I  had  to  pinch  myself  to  belie\r  that  we 
were  wher?  we  were — it  might  have 
been  the  coast  of  Maine  in  midsummer, 
though  as  a  matter  of  fact  I  have  never 
seen  the  >ea  there  so  calm.  Ob.serva- 
tions  kept  us  up  most  of  the  night,  as 
everv  half  hour  the  helmsman  had  to 
be  given  a  n«w  star  to  steer  f»ir  The 
compass  was  useless.  Towards  mom- 
inj^  I  went  into  our  tiny  cabin  and 
turned  in,  leaving  orders  to  be  called  at 
dawn,  or  sooner  if  land  was  seen  ahead. 
I'he  portion  of  the  coast  for  which  wc 
were  bound  -was  niv  liarted.  and  1  had 
no  idea  r\en  ulirtlier  it  WOOld  tum 
out  to  be  high  land  or  low. 

A  Narrou)  Etcape 

\\  hen  the  call  rame.  I  turned  out  to 
find  a  grev  mist  hanging  close  to  ihc 
surface.  There  was  chylight.  >  ic 
rould  sre  ahead  a  little  way  tindri  the 
mist,  but  that  was  all.  Hob  said  that 
he  had  called  me  because  we  harrl 
passed  a  reef  over  which  the  water 
boiled,  and  he  was  afraid  there  might 
be  more. 

"C'rrat  Scot,  stop  her!"  I  said,  "and 
stop  her  (juirk." 

We  had  as  tender  only  a  light 
canoe,  .md  I  did  not  relish  trying  to  go 
back  acA-iss  the  Strait  in  that  if  otJr

The  Daryl  bad  been  drifting  silently 
for  some  minutes  when  under  the  mist 
ahead  a  low,  rocky  isi.i'id  A\)\>rArr.\  i  • 
app/oachcd  at  an  astonishing:  rate  and 
presently  We  were  rnshinc  paM  its  endl 
.\  tidal  current  that  must  have  been 
running  at  least  five  krv^  .was  •citing 
us  towards  the  land.        >  ^  ' 

Pretty   soon  another    i-^land  ap 
pearrd,  and  then  another  and  another, 
lust  as  I  was  on  the  point  of  anchoring 
w  e  ran  out  of  the  mi<t  and  *aw  stretch 
ing  before  and  »hc>iit  us  a  ma/e  of  i<| 
an4a  «lf  all  tikem  and  shapes.    Mad  we 
come  a  little  faster  and  been  swept 
into  that  place  while  it  was  still  darV 
the  poor  IHiryl  would  not  have  had  a 
chance     f  urther  to  the  north  a' range 
of^low.  roiling  hill  -  appeared. 
*  W  e  waited  lor  full .  daylight  and 


then  attempted  cautiously  to  approach 

the  land  Several  times  our  \va>  was 
blocked  by  long  land  masses,  and  we 
found  ourselves  working  further  and 
further  to  the  cast  '>nce,  while 
threading  a  narrow  passage  between 
two  islands,  a  reef  that  stretched  right 
across  it  made  us  anchor  on  the  rtin. 
I'ortunatcly  everything  hcKl,  and  the 
l)oat  brought  up  wilth  her  stem  only  a 
few  rods  from  the  rocks  'i'!i<-  tnle 
continued  to  rise,  and  in  hail  an  hour 
w  e  were  able  to  pass  right  over  that 
reef.  From  tidal  markings  .m  the  cliffs 
I  estimated  the  ma.\imum  range  on  this 
part  of  the  coast  to  be  forty  feet.  Small 
icebergs  which  were  afloat  at  hiqh  tide 
presented  a  ridKulous  appearance,  sit- 
ting up  on  the  flats  like  straiided  ships 
when  it 

Imprisoned  H  tlh  H^'alrus 
But  o:ir  most  amusing  experience 
w  ith  the  tide  came  that  evening.  We 
had  finally  succeeded  in  penetrating 
this  island  fringe  an<l  reaching  the  solid 
land  behind,  and  had  come  to  anchor 
for  the  night  in  a  lovely  little  inlet  that 
was  just  about  the  Harri  s  si/e,  1  took 
a  soundin;^  to  make  sure  we  should  not 
be  stranded  at  low  tide.  The  water 
ran  out  and,  lo  ancl  behohl,  we  found 
ourselves  on  a  little  land-locked  lake 
with  no  water  anywhere  else  in  sight 
.\  safe  harbor,  at  least!  But  the  jo-ke 
of  it  was  that  imprisoned  with  us  was 
a  great  bull  •  I'-  s.  who  snorted  and 
blew  and  swam  i^iicles  about  the  basin 
in  obvious  consternation  and  distress. 
\\  c  finallv  ;jot  up  our  nerve  to  go  after 
him  m  the  canoe,  but  he  dove  at  the 
first  shot  and  appeared  no  more. 

Explorations  on  Foot 

Next  day  we  set  out  on  foot  to  look 
the  country  over.  From  a  ridge  some- 
what higher  than  the  rest  a  rare  pan 
orama  was  presented  to  our  view.  The 
land  itself  was  rojltng  and  rather  pleas- 
ant, without  anything  resembling  a 
tree,  to  be  sure,  but  rich  in  grasses  aiul 
various  small  wild  flowers:  but  the 
coastline  looked  as  if  the  l"-kmios  urn 
right  when  they  said  the  .Mmighty  got 
mad  at  the  latpd  and  threw  .stones  at  it. 
Shall  wonder  wc  had  founrl  difficulty 
.  in  threading  a  wa\  through! 

This  was  nc>t  ;.;ood,  because  damage 
to  the  boat  would  have  been  serious 
business,  since  there  was  no  habitation 
in  this  country  nearer  than  the  mission 
po.1t  at  Lake  Harbor,  two  hiin  1  r.' 
miles  to  the  east.  We  determined, 
therefore,  to  proreefl  westward,  where 
the  coast  looked  "i  <  <  >  ivil. 

The  purpose  oi  the  expedition  was 
to  'find  natives  and  a  good  trapping 

intry  where  the  Company  might  es- 
ta;>lish  a  post.  However,  we  all  agree<l 
that  this  section  would  not  do.  as  a  ship 
would  n''!  dare  afilir  -i  'i  withm  ten 
miles  of  It.  I'or  several  ri.i ,  s  we  worked 
a  perilous  wav  am^nf  the  islands.  ()h 
the  shore  i  •  ^  ay  we  found  the 
remains  of  an  Id  A  haler  and  on  a  km^ll 
behind  her  a  pathetic  little  pile  of  min 
eral  spcnmens  which  someone  iti  her 
t'.irided  rrew  must  have  collected  to 
pass  his  time.  Her  stem  had  gone 
completely  and  there  was  no  trace  of 
hrr  name.

So  we  de 
tided  it  was  time  to  be  thmkiiii; 
of  home.  'Dnring  the  past  Urn  <l»ys 
we  had  been  twi-^ting  about  SO  MOCh 
among  the  i.^lands  that  it  was  Impos- 
sible to  keep«traek  of  ourpotltlon,  and 
iKnv.  when  I  got  out  my  chart  and  tried 
to  shape  a  course  for  Cape  Wolsten- 
holme. I  found  I  could  not  4o  H  be- 
cause I  did  not  know  where  we  were. 
This  was  particularly  distressing,  be 
cause  I  was  anxious  to  locate  this  'i>cau 
titul  new  inlet  that  we  had  found.  In 
this  predicament  1  decidetl  to  heatl 
Straight  south  awoM  the  .Strait,  and, 
on  reaching  the  opposite  vhore.  to  fol- 
low It  west  to  liric  i'ovc.  I  would  then 
be  able  to  work  the  run  backwards  mmI 
determine  the  position  of  the  point 
from  which  wc  had  sailed. 

The  next  morning  <lawoed  bluster- 
ing and  cold,  with  a  wind  from  the 
northwest  and  the  tang  of  snow  in  the 
air.  We  ^ot  under  way  as  soon  as  it 
was  light.  lan  down  the  inlet  and  out  to 
sea  I  nder  .sail  an<l  power  the  I>ar\l 
made  famous  time.  By  ten  o'clock 
ilaffin  Land  was  out  of  sight  astern. 
^s(»on,  tf)  our  amazement,  a  land  that 
none  of  us  recognized  came  over  the 
horiaon  ahead.  (.rcatU  puz/led,  wc 
kept  on  Nnv  land  looked  jjood  tf)  us 
now,  for  an  evil  .sea  was  cotnmencmg 
to  get  up  and  the  sky  in  the  northwest 
looked  bad 

Right  on  Course 

.At  nof)n  the  laiul  w^  Ii«>ining 
higher,  but  otherwise  it  seemed  a>  far 
oflF  as  ever.  *  Hut.  tho  'Daryl  was  fairly 
fl\ing.  and  we  knew  we  must  reach  it 
before  long.  However,  it  was  not  till 
almost  three  that  we  came  up  with  it. 
and  then  we  got  the  surprise  of  our 
lives — for  it  was  no  other  than  .Salis- 
bury Island,  which  lies  off  Cspe  W' ol- 
stenholme, midway  of  the  Strait.  In 
«ither  words,  we  were  right  on  our 
course  for  I'.ric  Cove,  going  as  straight 
as  if  we  had  known  where  we  were  all 
the  time.  Tfnvar«|s  evening  the  wind 
moderated  an<l  finally  died  away  alto 
t-rther.  Niglrt  came  on,  anti  it  was  the 
blackest  one  I  have  ever  seen.  We 
made  the  land  before  mi<lni(;ht  an»I 
knew  that  we  must  be  close  to  i'.ric 
Cove,  but  it  was  .Ml  dark  you  .Mmph 
could  not  see  a  thing.  There  was  nf)tli 
ing  for  it  but  to  heave  to  and  wait  for 
the  dawn.  When  that  hn.dlv  came  we 
found  we  were  about  a  mile  to  the  w  est 
»f  F.ric  Cove.  We  lost  no  time  about 
getting  in ;  and  just  in  time,  too,  for  by 
noon  it  was  blowing  a  gale., 

I  now  perceived  that  the  point  wc 
had  left  on  the  Baffin  Land  side  was 
Cape  Dorset,  the  southwest  comer  of 

that  land.  Accordingly  I  named  the 
inlet  we  had  discovered  Dorset  Inlet. 

We  had  spent  about  two  months  in 
the  "neck  of  the  boftle  '  where  it  wa* 
feared  big  ships  might  not  be  able  to 
pass.
